Since the subject of WAS logging and getting addresses of hams has come up, 
I offer up the following: 


I use XMLog, a free logger available at www.xmlog.com. It works quite well, 
in my opinion, especially for the price. It will track contacts and QSLs for 
WAS, DXCC, etc. It also has the ability (like most logging programs) to look 
up call signs in one of several callbook CDs, and to print address labels 
and QSL cards. 


I wrote some software and a procedure that allows you to create your own 
callbook CD (or database file on the hard disk) for XMLog using FCC data 
that you can download from their web site. You also need a copy of MS 
Access. If you're interested, you can find instructions and the software on 
my web site at

Hi Shawn, 


For a given size conductor the efficiency will increase rapidly with an 
increase in the loop size, up to a point. For the lower bands it is hard to 
get too big. A 7' square loop will be much more efficient then a 3 or 4' 
loop on the lower bands. You will still need a capacitor to resonate the 
loop and I would recommend a small coupling loop to feed it. See the 
following for reference and be sure to check out the links at the bottom of 


the page: 
http: //www.qsl.net/aaS5tb/loop.html 


Actually, as for efficiency you can't get too big but the loop may no longer 
be classified a "small" loop. Once the size increases beyond about 1/10 
wavelength circumference the null that is perpendicular to the plane of the 
loop will start to fill in ( technically, a "small" loop requires that the 
phase be essentially constant throughout the loop which means it must be 
small in terms of wavelength). 


If you just want something to radiate efficiently then make the loop as 
large as possible.

Just found this on the web: 

Diameter, measured in mm = 92%((36-AWG)/39) X 0.127 

That's 92 raised to the ((36-AWG)/39) and then multiplied by 0.127 

For inches, divide the result by 25.4 

For example, the diameter of single-strand 18 AWG is ~1.02 mm or ~0.040 in. 
No idea how the formula is derived...how ‘bout it, mathematicians? 


Seems to work fine for single strand wire...I checked 18 AWG thru 6 AWG 
calculations against the table found at: 
http: //www.metric.fsworld.co.uk/siwire_elect.htm 


Tables abound for such conversions but this is the first time I've found a 
xseeminglyx workable formula.

For a given size conductor the efficiency will increase rapidly 
with an increase in the loop size, up to a point. For the lower 
bands it is hard to get too big. A 7' square loop will be much 
more efficient then a 3 or 4' loop on the lower bands. You will 
still need a capacitor to resonate the loop and I would recommend 
a small coupling loop to feed it. See the following for reference 
and be sure to check out the links at the bottom of the page:

Actually, as for efficiency you can't get too big but the loop may 
no longer be classified a "small" loop. Once the size increases 
beyond about 1/10 wavelength circumference the null that is 
perpendicular to the plane of the loop will start to fill in 

( technically, a "small" loop requires that the phase be essentially 
constant throughout the loop which means it must be small in terms 
of wavelength). 


If you just want something to radiate efficiently then make the loop 
as large as possible.

For a loop antenna that is fed balanced, the efficiency will peak at the 
frequency where the conductor length is one-half wavelength (and any odd 
integer multiples) and it will be zero at the frequency where the conductor 
length is one wavelength (and any integer multiples). Because of the 
antiresonsnces, it's best to operate the loop at a frequency where the 
conductor length is one quarter wavelength. Theoretically, you can achieve 
efficiencies above 90% with the right combination of conductor size and 
length. 


And always feed it balanced. The null deteriorates rapidly for 
unbalanced loops, becoming almost unidirectional at antiresonance but 


remains intact for balanced loops right through antiresonance, then rotates 
clockwise rapidly at the one wavelength resonance.

Hi folks - 

As I've mentioned previously on this reflector I have a real fondness for 
the OHR500. Yes, I run a K2/100 and a 756PRO etc, etc - but the OHR500 has a 
"retro"feel that I just love. Should have NEVER sold my first one to raise 
bucks! 

I have contmplated a number of mods (even a built in digital dsiplay until 


I recovered from that moment of insanity) - and have come to the conclusion 
that ALL mods must help maintain that "retro feel" - hence no digital read 
outs etc. 


So far I will be: 1) Installing that wonderful little Freqmite on the 
front panel; 2) Installing a PK-3 keyer on the front panel; and 3) 
installing an internal speaker (4ohm, 3 watt or 8ohm 5 watt - need to 
experiment) 

I would like to go one step further (if possible) and that is to install 
an internal antenna tuner. I have ruled out the Z-11 because it just doesn't 
fit the "image" and easy going operating style I want to create . It also 
would be very difficult to break up the control panel between front and back 
panels etc - too many lights and switches -and noisey). 

I have been pondering the Emtech ZM-2 but I believe it has two 
limitations: 

1) - The dials are too large and if I reduce them to the small size I 
need, tuning will be very difficult, if not impossible, because of the 
sharpness of the tuning. Also, it requires too many addtional switches etc 
for panel placement. First question to users of the Emtech: Would you agree 
that it would be very difficult to operate with small dials? 

2) - The next light bulb that went on was regarding the little Norcal BLT 
tuner kit I have on my desk! I looked it over and it can apparently be 
modified to do both balanced and unbalanced lines. It's possible it could be 
worked into the front panel with some judicious’ planning. 

The OHR500 can actually go over 5 watts (I saw it on my first one) - so 


second question to BLT users: will the BLT deal with minor excersions over 5 
watts without doing harm? 

Second question to BLT users: how well would you estimate it would (or 
would not) work in this application and what might your concerns or 
recommendations be? 

Finally, in the past I have used dry transfers from the local model 
railroad shop for labeling modified front panels - anyone have a better 
approach? 

I would really appreciate you input on the BLT etc folks. 

Final caveat - I'm one of the technical morons on the list - so please bear 
that it mind when making suggestions. I DO keep trying to though! Thanks 
folks.

Richard - What you are proposing should work fine. 


A good rule of thumb (attributted to Art Collins) is to keep the length of 


parasitic wires below 1 degree (there being 360 degrees in a wavelength). 
For 28 MHz, or 10 Meters, this is 1/36 meter, about 2.8 centimeters or a 
little over 1 inch. In practice, for a simple switch you could probably go 
slightly longer than this, but I would not exceed 0.01 wavelength or 4 
inches at 10 meters. Now that I see that in print it looks too long though. 
The length of the conductor in the switch should be included in this length. 


Recall that rules of thumb are easy guides to proper design only and not 
rules that govern the behavior of the physical world. 


To avoid this problem altogether, you could use a double pole-double throw 
switch and miniature coax such as RG-174 or RG-316. Switch both the inner 
conductor and the braid. 


I have heard of people using 3 way light switches (from the hardware store) 
to switch antennas at HF with no problems.

Here's another quick update on a project so very close to avaiulability ... 
the HC908 Daughtercard. I've posted photos of the production-version pc 
board on the HC908 project website: http://www.njqrp.org/hc908 . 


Also now posted is my "HCmon" debug monitor software program (source code) 
that provides a ton more capability that originally outlined in my regular 
column "Digital QRP Homebrewing" column in QQ magazine. In addition to 
being able to inspect registers and memory locations as first promised, the 
debug monitor now allows nearly full stand-alone "“in-circuit debug" 
capabilities like setting breakpoints and "go" starting at any address. Of 
course this is still coupled with the ability to download new software 
programs from your PC (i.e., from the Internet) and burn them into Flash 
memory to make them permanent. 


We have most of the 100 production boards now sitting here in the shop all 
assembled and tested, and in the process of being programmed with the 
initial software programs available for when you first power up your 
Daughtercard. This includes the HCmon program just mentioned, plus a test 
program that interactively tests the various components you'll likely be 
connecting up to your HC908 ... like an LCD, keypad, serial port to your PC, 
reflectometer (for antenna measurements), DDS (to generate VFO signals), PS2 
keyboard (for text data entry), and more. 


We fully expect to be able to ship the HC908 Daughtercard within the first 
couple of weeks of January. We realize that delivery of this project has 
been long-delayed and we greatly appreciate everyone's patience thus far. 
If you're checking the HC908 project page, and it's sister page "QRP 
Breadboard" (being updated next), I think you'll agree that the wait has 
been worthwhile. This project is very cool, has been getting better with 
maturing product, and will result in a powerful and flexible Antenna 
Analyzer (and other derivative projects) coming about in the first quarter 
of the new year. With the completion of the HC908 Daughtercard, the dam has 
broken free and we'll see lots of quick progress on the various projects 
depending on it. 


As mentioned in the prevous update, weekly cross-country business trips to 
CA have kept me quite busy during the 4th quarter of this year, but these 
holidays have allowed us to catch up on the projects to clear the 
bottlenecks and get them available. Thanks for understanding.

Given the increasing use of CD-Rs for backups I would guess 
that sometime soon that you will see a commercial solution to 

the problem of destroying CDs, possibly something that works 
like a paper shredder. 


Hopefully people will realize that throwing out old backup CDs 
without destroying them is a bit like posting the contents of their 
hard drive on the internet. A little dumpster-diving could yield a 
lot of very interesting information since we tend to backup at 
least the most important data from our drives. 


If you really want to destroy a CD do the following .. put ona 

heavy glove (so you don't get plastic shards in your hand), hold the 
cd in the palm of your hand and put your hand in a plastic grocery bag 
(you only have to do this once without the bag to know why it is 
needed) squeeze really hard until the CD shatters. 

Eye protection might also be a good idea. 

Works best if you are only destroying a few Cds and if you have large 
hands. I guarantee that the CD can not be read after doing this. 


Now my obligatory QRP comment ... looking for insulators for a 
lightweight portable wire antenna? Try the synthetic corks now 
being used in wine bottles. I use the variety called 
SupremeCorg (tm) as the plastic tends to be a bit firmer than 
some of the others. 


Although the manufactures of this product were unwilling 
to give me the details of its composition, I was assured by their 
head engineer that it was an insulator at RF frequencies. 
I tried a couple in the microwave with a glass of water fora 
few minutes and could discern no change in temp so they 
don't seem to absorb RF at least at microwave frequencies. 


I clamp them in a vice or a pair of vice grips and drill through 
them at a low speed with a small wood bit. Note that you need 
to drill a hole slightly bigger than what you need because the 
end result will be smaller than what you expect 

due to the elastic nature of the product. I haven't used them 

for a permanent setup because I believe that the plastic is too 

soft to take a lot of strain without tearing through. 

Works great on lightweight backpack wire antennas though.

At least the HTX-100 has a sort-of CW mode. As with the HTX-10, the 
selectivity is pretty broad (no CW filter). The T/R delay is microprocessor 
controlled, fixed at about one second. This is painful during the 10M 
contest and Field Day: by the time the rig turns back to receive, you miss 
the beginning of the exchange. QSK, it is not! 


The power settings are adjustable by internal pots, so you can set it up 
for 5W low power (QRP-CW) and 10W high power (QRP-SSB). That's nice! 


I still keep mine around, thinking I'll eventually get a "round tuit" and 
install it in my old truck as a mobile rig. Maybe in time for the next 
solar cycle peak, in my next old truck ;%) Or maybe with a transverter for

I've been pondering a lot of the same mods for my OHR-100A (20m) and for 

the same reasons. Of all the QRP rigs and two commercial rigs here in the 

shack, the OHR has the quietest receiver, by far. If they made one for 80m 
I'd build it just to use as a receiver! 


Mods I've already made include 10-turn pot (not necessary on your OHR500), 
FreqMite installation and internal TiCK keyer. I'm about to replace the TiCK 
with an Island Keyer and am also considering the BLT tuner from Norcal - 
I'll be interested to see what responses you get on that idea. An internal 
battery pack would then make the rig self-contained. 


As for front panel room on your '500, don't forget about all the real estate 
on the top panel. The speed pot for the keyer will fit on the front panel of 
my '100 but the pushbuttons for the memories will be going topside.

If this is for the home station desk top, consider using small relays inside 
the enclosure. 

This will allow you to put the switching where it will give the shortest 
leads and minimize any coupling between circuits. The panel toggle or

Well, it wasn't really derived by mathematicians so much as decided by 
engineers. But I was also amazed to find this mathematical relationship 
between AWG and diameter when I found it. The version I use gives the 
diameter in mils (thousandths of an inch) as 


dia (mils) = 5*92%((36-AWG) /39) 


A bit more wire size trivia. The diameter gets bigger as the AWG number 


gets smaller. And as size increases, after 1 is 0, then comes 00 ("double 
ought") and so on. The formula still works for sizes 0 and bigger, but you 
put in 0 for 0, -1 for 00 and so on going negative. 


You do see those big sizes in the "“oughts", but usually there's a 
transition from AWG to MCM in that range. MCM means thousand circular 
mills. A circular mil is a unit of area equal to that of a circle 1 mil in 
diameter. The interesting (and simplifying) thing about this system is 
that you can throw PI away. The area of a circle in CM is simply its 
diameter in mils, squared. 


But these "big wires" are definitely not QRP.

I don't have my EE handbook here, but this look about right. The American 
Wire Gage is one of the few that has mathematical basis. Size 0000 is 
defined as 0.46 inches in diameter.=A0=A0Size 36 is defined as 0.0050 
inches .=A0=A0 

The ratio between any two adjacent sizes is 1.123. Everything in between 
can be computed, and it is exponential, as I recall. So converting to 
metric is straightforward. 


Another good rule of thumb is that increasing by 3 sizes in AWG (decreasing 
gage number) is xxalmost*x*x exactly doubling the cross-section.
